Bulgaria now holds the center of the stage with a revo­ 
lution that put the Stamboukisky cabinet out of power and 
made the premier himself a fugitive. Stamboulisky was the 
leader of the peasant party which class comprises 85 percent 
of the population of the little nation. He proved to be a skill­ 
ful leader and was putting the country back on the highway 
leading to peace and jprosperty. Bulgaria was plunged into 
the war on the side of Germany by a little group that domi­ 
nated the government and against the will of the great 
majority. When it came to a disastrous end Stamoulisky was 
taken from the prison where he had been sent by King Ferdi­ 
nand for his opposition to taking part with Germany and 
Turkey, and was made prime minister while King Ferdinand 
fled. 
^ 
However, guns and bayonets are still to be reckoned 
with, as Stamboulisky found a few days ago when an armed 
force seized the government and sent him on a wild flight 
for his life. *Naturally the peasants are wild with rage and 
a counter reyokition has been started which may drive out 
the usurpers and replace the former premier to resume his 
progressive program. However, great harm has been done to 
the nation and its march to normalcy has been checked. If 
the royalist party succeeds in holding its power th e-world 
will look for more trouble, for that party is thirsting to 
avenge Bulgaria’s losses in the world war and all else will be 
lost sight of and a military regime will replace the one of 
peace and substantial prosperty.

Prior to the time when 
Mussolini seized power, the communists were making trouble 
everywhere and the nation was apparently on the verge of 
joining Russia in the abyss of bolshevism. 
However, the 
reign of terror came to an abrupt end and the reds are under 
strict control. 
The best testimonial to the good work and 
effectiveness of the present government is found in the loud 
denunciations by communists everywhere of the facisti move­ 
ment. 
One Italian writer, friendly to the facisti points out 
that the movement was something like that of the vigilantes 
of California in the early days of the state when the forces 
of corruption held the reins of power and the law was used as 
a weapon in the hands of crooks. The law and order element 
at length rose in arms and putting the gang of looters to 
flight, made law and order a reality. Whether the parallel 
holds all the way through or not, the results were the same.

“I will »give a method , I have 
tried aith success for 25 yearn on 
f'liiali patches from IO to 20 feet 
In area. Let .the grass alone until 
it starts to form heads then go 
into field, preferably a wet time. 
Commence by grasping ta big hand­ 
ful on side of .bunch, .pull out as 
you would sweet potato slips, lay 
down with roots up and continue 
across, placing all roots 
on 
top. 
This actr as a smother. Leave IO 
days or two weeks, then burn. Re­ 
peat as often as grass goes to head 
for one season and I will guarantee 
next vear von will have no grass 
if pulled closely.” *

The fol­ 
lowing points on dehorning cattle 
are given by T. Roy ‘Reid. livestock 
specialist of the Arkansas Agri­ 
cultural 
College: 
The horns can be removed from 
the calf with less labor and more 
satisfaction than from older cattle. 
Caustic soda or caustic potash is 
used in removing or preventing the 
growth of the horns
